The original of the accompanying likeness is in the 
rooms of the Massachusetts Historical Society, in Boston. 
It is the only portrait which exists of a passenger of the 
May Flower. 

Edward Winslow joined the Puritans under Robinson 
at Leyden, in the year 1617, while journeying on the Con- 
tinent with his wife. Combining with the piety which dis- 
tinguished the rest of the Pilgrims, a knowledge of the 
world and society, and great energy in the practical pursuits 
of life, he was a valuable addition to their number. He 
took an active part in all the affairs of the emigration of the 
infant colony, and was enabled by his influence no less than 
by his labors to render the colonists essential service. 

He conducted the first conference with the Indians when 
Massasoit came to visit the settlement; was four times 
sent to England as agent of the colonies of Plymouth and 
Massachusetts Bay; and in 1633, was chosen governor of 
the Plymouth Colony, a station to which he was twice af- 
terwards re-elected. The first importation of cattle into 
New England in 1623, was made by him, and consisted of 
one bull and three heifers. 

Being appointed by Cromwell, one of three commission- 
ers to overlook the expedition against the Spaniards in 
the West Indies, he died at sea, in the year 1655, m the 
sixtieth year of his age.

Plymouth, where his behaviour was fo turbu- 
lent and offenfive both to the Magiftrates 
and others, as they were necefflitated to 
drive him out of their Jurifdi&tion, From 
S thence hee wentte Roade-Iflsad, where bee 
began toraife fedition, and to make a party

3. The Magifirates proceedings at Bofton iz New-England, 
Hereupop many of thechiefe of P rovidence fent meflengers. with a

Pumbam and Secomenoco, who. though they are as free as the great 
Sachias of the Nanvbigganfers Yet Afyantonimo the then Sachim of 
of Nanobigganfet being a very proud and fterne man’) kept themin 
greatawe. This poore Saciim Pumbam hada large parcell of land 
neer Providence, very convenient for plantation, which Gortow and _ 
hiscompany (being now about 13, or 14.) taking notice of, and 
fearing they frould not be able to keep their power long where they 
were,deale with Adyantonimo for this parcell of land, promifing him 

a good parcell of Wampam for it, And becaufe they knew that 
Pambam was the true owner of it, they dealt with him alfo, but he 
refufing to fell ic (for hee dwelt upon it, or very neare to it) they. 
caufed Myantenimoto fend for him, and having drawn'a Writing 
purporting the fale thereof foracertaine confideration to bee given 

to both of them, AZjantonimo figned it, and hee for feare of AZyanio- 
imo fet his mark to italfo, not knowing what It was. — But when 
Gorton tendred him the confideration for it, hee utterly refufedit, it 
being the Indians manner not to account any thing fold, till the 
party have received the thingitisfoldfor. _ ee ee 

But upon thiscolourable ticle Gorton and his. company enter up= 

on the land, and build fome houtes, and withall much wrong the: 
Indians with their cattle, and having (A4yantonimo their friend, be- 
have themfelves very infolently tow ard the poor Indians; who (ha~ 
ving no friends or meanes to relieve themfelyes)) came and tendred 
them(elves and their lands to the government of the Maffachufets, 
who (by order of the Court )gave notice thereof to Afyantonimo,and 
appointed him to ceme or fend ro the next Court at Boftos, to fhew 

his title or intereft (if hee had any.) to the faid Punsham and Socono= - 
yoco or their lands, At the time appointed hee came, and preten= 
ded that they. were his vallalls , but it appeared clearly both by 2: 
writingfrom Mc. Williams , and the teftimony of fome other Ene - 
elith in thofe parts,and of divers other Indians no way se tO: us 
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 againft Samuel Gorton and his Accomplices. 

them, that they were free Sachims; fo as Atyanonime haying no= 
ching to reply,the Court received the two Indian Sachin, with their 
fubjecés and lands under the government and protection of the 
Mafjachwfeits; and upon that writ to our neighbours of Providence, 
intimating the fameto them, and advifing Gortox and hiscompany, 
that ifthey hadanyjuttticle to the lands they poffeffed, they fhould 

come, or fend fome for them to fhew the fame to the Court, an 
offered then fafecondu&. This letcer from the Court they cooke 
in great difdaine, and returned fcornfull and menacing anfwers by 
word of mouth,and a good time after they wrote a letter to the 
Conrt full of reproach and blafphemies,not onely againit the Ma- 
giftrates,but againft the Churches and Ordinances, as by the Copy’ 
thereof hereafter following will appeare. Notwithftanding thefe 
provocations and daily wrongs offered co. thofe few Englifh: their 
neighbours ( who had formerly fabmitted theméelves to our Go~ 
vernment) wee fate ftill neare halfe a yeare , and before we attem- 
pted any thing againft them, wee advifed with the Commiffioners of 
the united Colonies, who (upon teltimony of their infolens and 
injurious courfes, and perufall of the letcer they fent tous left them 
to us to proceed according to Jultice. Whereupon the Court fent 
againe to them by cwo of their members, who carryed letters (to 
require and per {wade them to come and give fatisfaction,) anda fate 
Condu& withall ; but they entertained thofe Meffengers as they 
tad done the former, threatening to whip one, whom they tooke 
along with them; and fent us word, that if weehad any thing to 
fay to them, wee fhould come to them, and wee thould have jultice 
there, and that if wee came with force, they would meet us half the 
way. Our meflengers returning with thefe {cornfull anfwers, the 
Court refolved to fend fome force to fetch them in; andin the 
mean time there came a fecond letter from them;(the Copy whereof 
“Gs hereafter allo fet downc) but before wee fent forth our fouldiers, 
wea wrote to them to thiseffet: Viz. Thatalthough the injuries 
and provocations wee had indured from them were very grievous, 
yet that our Jultice and moderation might appeare to all men ,: wee 
- nad condefcended fo farre to their owne propofition, as wee would 
fend fome Commiffioners to them, to heare their anfwers and alle- 
gations, and if thereupon they would give us fuch fatisfationas 
fhould beejult, wee would leave them in peace ; if otherwile, wee 
wouldright our felves by force of ak And fignified wits 
oe are that. 
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that wee would fend a faficient guard with ourCommiffioners, for

to Know our minds aboucit, and in the meane time fate ftill. Such 
of the Court as could meet, returned anfwer that their Propofition © 
was neither feafonable nor reafonable, mor could it bee fafe or ho- 

‘ nourable for us to accept thereof: 1 Becaufe they would never 
offer nor hearken toany termes of agreement before our fouldiers 
hadthem intheir power. 2 Becaufe the ground of their Propo- 
fition was falfe, for wee were not parties (as they pretended ) but 
equall Judges between the Ivdians and others who were complai- 
nants, and themflelves, (and yet in a cafe of warre, parties may bee. 
Judges.) 3 They werenoState, or Body politique, buta few 
fugitives living without Law orGovernment, and fonot henoura- 
ble for us to joyne with them in fuch a way of reference. 4 The 
parties whom they would referre it unto, were fuch as had been re- 
jcGed by uz, and all che Governmentsin the Country, and fo not 
likely to beeequall tous, norableto judge of the caufe: and their 
blafphemous and reproachfull writings, &c. were not matters fit 
to beecompofed by Arbitrement, (being deeply criminall ) butei- = - 
ther to bee purged away by repentanceand publique fatistaction, or 
elfe by publique punifhment.

Gions,. And thereupon they intrenched themfelves about the 
houfe, and in few dayes forced themto yeeld, and fo broaght them 


to Bofton, where they were i in prifon till the Court fate, and 


had their dyet from the Cookes (as good meat and drinkeas the 
Towne afforded.) The next Lords day they refufed to goe to the 
Church aflembly,excepe they might have liberty to {peake there, as 
occation fhouldbe. They were anfwered by fome of the Magiltrates 
that it appertained to the Elders to order the affairs of the Church, 
but they might prefuppofe they {hould not bee denyed fuch liberty, 


_ fpeaking words ot truth and fobernefle. Soin the afternoon they 


came, and were placed in a convenient feate before the Elders. 
Mr. Cotton the Teacher taught then (in his ordinary courfe) out of 
Ads 19. of Demetrius {peech for Diana her filver fhrine. After Ser- 
mon Gortondefired leave to fpeakey which being granted, hee tooke 
occafion fromthe Sermon to fpeake to this effet, That in the. 
Church now there was nothing but Chrift, fo that all our Ordi- 
nances, Minifters, and Sacraments, &c. were but mens inventions, 
for fhew and pomp,and no other thenthofe filver fhrines of Diazg. 
He faid alfo,that if Chrift lives eternally, then he died eternally,and 
other {peeches of like kinde. And indeed itappeareth both by his 
ipeechesand letters, that it was hie opinion, that Chrift was incar- 
nate in Adm, and was that image of God, wherein Adare was crea~ 
ted ; and that the chicfe worke and merit lay in his Inanition, when 
he became fuch a thing, fo meane, &c. and that his being borne 
after of the Virgin Aary, and fuffering, &c. was buta manifeftation 


"of his fuffering, &c.in Adam. Another of them faid that the Sab- 
bath was Chrilt, and fo was borne of the Virgin AZary, They cal=

Their firit appearance before the Court was upon the Leéture day 
at Boftos, before avery great Aflembly , where firft the Governour 
declared the caufeand manner of all che proceedings againit them, 
and their Letters were openly read, and they had liberty to objedt,, 
and an{wers were given, as followeth :

Their Letters being read and their Subfcriptions acknowledged, 
they were demanded feverally ifthey would maintaine thofe things 
which were contained therein, Their anfwer was, thatthey would, 
in that fenfe they wrote them, and fo were returned to prifon. The 
next day they were brought before the Court feverally to be exa- 
mined upon particulars, ( many of the Elders being defired to bee 
prefent) becaufe they had faid they could give a good ifterpretati- 
onofevery part of their Letters. Butthe interpretationthey gave 
being contrary to the words, they were demanded if they would 
then retra& thofe words, fo plainely different from their pretended 
meanings. But this they refufed to doe, faying, that then they 
fhould deny she Truth; forinftance in one ortwo. Their Let- 
cers were directed, onc of them, To their Neighbours of the Maffachu- 
fetss andthe other, 7 otbe great honoured Idoll General of the Mz ffa~ 
ebufets, and by ameflenger of their owne delivered to our Govere 
nour, and many _paflages in beth Letters particularly applyed to 
our Courts, our Magiftrates, our Elders, &c. and yet upon their 
examinations abouttheir meanings in their reproachfull paflages, 
they anlwered that they meant them, of the corrupt eftate of eat :

fome fore-going jealoulies; andnow taking occafion to fearch the 
houfes of that partythatadhered to him, they found many of 
their peeces laden with bullet: and by meanes hereof they were for- 
ced to continue their guard, whilftupon theirbanifhmentthey were 
forced from the Ifland.

was occationed by a generall con{piracy of theIndians againft the 
body of the Englith there feated together wich the diltraé&ted condi- 
tion of Enxgland,from whom we could expe& no helpe at that timee 
But Mr. Gorton and hiscompany fell at that time into more then 
-ordinary familiarity with the Nusobigganfet Indians,who were the 
principal contrivers of the Villany; who where they could sot 
draw others to them by force or flattery, they did it by large 


gifts, &c. asT could prove by many teltimonies of the Indians, ma- 


ny hundred miles afunder fromeach other, in which defigne had 
not the finger of God in much mercy prevented, { had beene the ‘firft 
had fallen, which I forbeare to relate here, being what I now doe, is 
but an anlwer to his invective.

And not long after 
there comming a woman of his acquaintance to Plimeuth, divers’ 
came to the Governour with complaints againft her, beinga ftran~ 
ger,forunwoithy and offenfive {peaches and carriages ufed by her. 
Whereupon theGoyernour fent to her to know herbufinefle;&c.and 
commanded herdeparture, and ordered the Sea-man that broughs 
her, to returne her tothe place from whence {hee came, at hisnext 
piffagethither.

ftragling Englith, This ftirred up the Englith to take revenge : The 
Nano vigganfetsand Uncus,S achim of the Mobeges {eeing this,becaufe 
¢t was againit cheir comon Enemy, offered their fervice to joyn with 
the Englifh: the Navobigganfets did no confiderable fervice. in.come 
parifon of the Afoheges, who did as much as could bee expected.but 
the Nunobiggaefetsrather gathered up the (poile, to the great offence 


“of the Englifh and Afvheges, (eldome ingaging in any fight. The 


Englith klled and deftroyed this people utterly, fo that thofe that 
were left rethaining utterly deferted the Countrey, and the Englifh 
wonne it, and are now poflelled of it.

And in cafe any diffe- 
rence (hould arife between thefecwo Indian Sachims, or their peos 
ple, the party offended fhould complaine to the Governour of Co- 
neetacut, who was to mediate and to determine the controverfte: bes 
tween his two friends and their people: Andin cafe the injury were 
great, and the party wronging would not ftand to the forefaid 
award and determination, then it (hould not onely bee lawfull for 


the wronged to right himfelfeby forceof Armes, but for the En- 
glifh party alfo to affift the innocent in that kind, And to this they _ 


all firmed as before. | 
The Nansbigganfet Sachim never regarded this Covenant, the 
Mohege Sachim ever faithfully obferved ic, But Myantonimo of Na- 
nebigganfet had thoughts now to profecute the Pecoats defigne , and 
co deftroy the Englifh, (the Peesets Nation beirig rooted out by 
Gods jut judgement as before) and travels farreand neareto draw 
all che Indians in the Countrey into this horrid confederacy with 
him ; but this Uzews would not bee wonne, though he would have 
taken his daughter in marriage, but ever acquainted the Englith 
with his working. At length an inferiour Sachim, fubordinate to 
Nanobigg anfet affconts hint and his men, hee complaines to the En- 
elith, they fend to this inferiour Sachim, hee fleights their admoni- 
tion, goes on his courle ; whereupon the other demands leave to 
make warreupon him, not requiring anyaide, Still the Englifh 
forewarne the other party of theevill they were like to bring upon 
themfelvesstill at length they profefle theyhave had peace enough,& 
now itis time to war. Whereupon the Englith give way to Vincus to 
revenge himfelfe, he doth it; cheother arebeaten. Now44yantonime’ 
he prepares an Army ofabove 1000 men, and comes upon a fud- 
denupon Uncus without any refpect to Covenants, and took Uacus 
-at advantage, not with above 300men; by which meanes they be- 
fet him every:way inhis Fort, which ftandsupon a point of Land 
betweentwo Rivers. A4yantonima fo difperfed his men to prevent

Thiscthe Meffenger either faid 
or they fuppofed came from the AZaffachufets Governour , and did 
much daunt Uneus and hismen: butcocleare upall, they advifed 
with the Gent. of Coneetacut, who wilhed him to keep him prifo= 
ner, and co advile with the Commiffioners of the United Colonies 
whereof they were part, whofe meeting would bee ere long by 
courfe at the AZaffache/érs:which counfell hee followed, and entrea- 
ted the Governour of Coneetacnt (Adyantonimo alfo deliring it) co 
keep him fafe for him till then, whereupon hee was brought to 
| Hariford: And many gifts were fent to the prifoner; which hee 
beitowed like himfelte, fome on him that took him, fome on Uacer,

Whereas complaints have beene made againff Samuel Gorton and brs 
company, and fome of them weighty and of great cenfequence, And whereas 
the (aid Gorton and thé reft bave beene formerly fent for, and now lately by 
she general! Court of the Maffachulets with a fafe condutt both for their 
comming andreitrne, tbat they might give anfwer and {atufattion wherein 
they have done wrong, If yet they (hall fiubbornely refufe, the Commi fioners 
for the United Colonies think fit thatthe Magiftrases in the Maffachutets 
proceed againft them according to what tbey fall fade juft ; andthe reft 
of the Frrisdittions will approve and concurrein what {ball hee fo warran- 
tably done, as if their Corsmiffioners had beene prefent at the concluftons, 
provided that this conchufion dae not prejudicetbe Government of Plimouth 
in any right they canjuftly claime unto any Trad or Tratis, Oc.

So fic for Government were thefe men, asto judge a 
peaceable claime of right without any further difturbance or firre 
miade fhould thus deierve. Neither indeed have wee ‘further ftirred — 


then as before, ever refolving to reft in the determination of the 
right honourable the Governour in chiefe and the reft of his ho« 
nourable Affiftants of that Committee bee trufted withthe affaires 
of the Forraigne Englifh Plantations, affuring our felves what ever 
mightproceed either from milinformation or want of due know- 
ledge what was formerly done, would bee rcGified upon the firft in- 
‘formation and complaint made: Such were our thoughts of 
them, and the juftice wee expefted, and {till hope to receive from 
them. And thas much for anfwertothat complaint. = 
In pag. 92.. He laycth another grofleafperfion upon us,in faying, 
T here was diftance and-alitnation of affetiion betweene Plimouth and ike 
Maffachufets at their fi-{t comming, each thinking I ambolier then thou: 
and a if wee were now united om parpofe to fcaiteribem. The world. 
knowes thisto bee molt falfe. Never people agreed better, Gane 
_ taining both religious and civill Communion with each ether, and 
helping and being helpfull one to anotherluponall occafions: which 
is fo well knowne, asif hee had netmore then ordinary boldneffe 
hee durft notafirmesic. Nor came the men of Plieuih?from Ams’ 
ferdams as hee reporteth but Leyden,a people that many. of that’ 
‘Church of Amfferdam would hardly allow communion withall- 
buthis penisno flaunder, atleaft will not bee where this anfwer 
. fhallfollowit. And for his relation of the manner ofthe Indians’ 
mourning for their Prince his death; Truely had heedyed a na- 


turall death, ’tistheir manner not onely fo to mourne for their 
great Sacbims which are Princes,but for ordinary men, womenand _ 


children as hee well knoweth or might know. 


In pag.93.He farther complaines of Plimexth and Adaffachxfets for 


offering to goe out againft the Nanobiggan(ets to cutthem off by the. 
fword. And {fo complainesfalfo of Captaine Standifh ec,  Anfw. 
T told you before how the Commiffioners for the United Colonies 
mesting at Heriford by courfe, whofe meeting 'alwayesbegins the 


fir Thurfday in Septemb, (ent for both the Nanohigganfets and 


Uncus, who appeared, and a leagueagreed on: but the Nanobig- 
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the canfe of taking up Arms againft the Nanohigean{ets. 


ganfets broke againe, and warted upon Uacus needlefly. The Uni- 
ted Colonies admonifhed them againe and againe : arid after no’ 
admonition nor perfwafions weuld ferve, wee were then forced 
to call the Commiffioners together at an extraordinary feafon on 


purpofe, who finding it meet to take up Armes’ in the behalfe of 


Pincus our Confederate, whomby theagreement of the Nanobig- 
ganfets fandry times, at divers meetings wee were bound, and 
it. was made lawfall to doe.. Hereupon the Commiflioners a- 

recing as before, fent out their Warrants to their’ feverall 
and {peciall Governments, anid accordingly Forces were raifed 
at a dayes warning. But before this, in ‘ftead of hearkening 
to righteous Counfell, they threatened alfo the Englifh, faying, 
they would make heapes of our dead bodies and cattle, as high 
as their honfes, burne our habitations, make fpoile of our 
‘goods, and ufed our Meffengers very difcurteoufly , &c. And 
for Captaine Standifb, this 1 heard him relate, that being at 
the place of Rendezvouze, before the Maffachufets Forces came, 
obferving that fome of the Inhabitants of Providence received 
the Indians into their houfes familiarly, who had put ‘themfelves 
alfo into apofture of Armes, and the place withina mileof Secunck, 
or Rheboboth where Captaine Standifh lay; hee fent to Providence, 
and required them to lay afide their neutrality, and either declare 
‘chemfelves on the one fide or other: For the warre being once 
begun, hee would not beare with their carriage in entertaining,fur- 
nifhing, and relieving the commonenemy,but would difarm them, 
&c. And whether neceflity puthim notupon this courle, or nojlet 
the Reader judge. 

And for the five hundred pound, ’tis true their hearts fayled to 
{ce Plymouth Forces appeare, and Meffackwf: both Horfe and Foot 
upon their march on the on: fide their Countrey,under Mr. Edw. 
Gibbons who was chofen Generall of the United Colonies, with 


_ the help of Wvofzmequix,whofe confancy to Plymonthis wel known,

Andon the 
other fide their Countrey the forces of Coneetacnt and Newhaven , 
with all the ftrength of Uncw, waiting but forthe word fromthe 
Commiffioners to fallon. Now J fay they were daunted efpecially 
becaufe it came fo fuddenly upon them, wanting Mr. Gorton and his 
friends who were not yet come; Hereupon they refolvedto goto the 
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Commiffioners to Maffachus. and compound, and did figne new 
‘Articles to obferve the peace not onely with the Uniced Colonies 
but wich, Uscu,, Woofamequin, Pumbam,, and Socononoco » and o- 
ther out Gonfederates, including all the Englith in the land, to 
make fatisfaGtion for wrongs to Vacws, and to pay five hundred 
pounds to the united Colonies,for the charge they put us to,which 
; ndeed would not neare make it good, if they had paid it; but as 
atother times, fonow, notwithftanding their Holtages,they abufed 
us grofly, firft fending falfe perfons fecondly, breaking all other 
their Covenants, and cameat laft toa refolution , they would ra-_ 
ther givethe money (whichis a Beade,as current as coin in all that 
partof Amica, of their owne making) to the AZombakes at once,to 
cut us offjthen to pay itaccordingto Covenant, . . 
Andtlwus contrary to my refolution, I feca neceflity of more 
larseanfwersthen I intended; andindeed otherwife I fhould (peak 
riddles; and not fatisfie the Reader.

». & ND-nowthat I have finifhed what I conceive neceflary con- 
A cerning Mr. Gortuns {candalous and flanderous Bookes, let me 
briefly anfwer fome objections that I often meet withall eaniabe 
Country of New-England.

_ ning the rife and foundation of our New-Exgland Plantations; It 
_ being alledged (though upon a great miltake by a late Writer) that 
_ divifton or difagreement in the Church of Leyden, was the occafi- 
on, nay caufe of the firft Plantation in New-England ; for faith the ~ \ 
Author, or to this effe&,when they could no longer agreetogether, 
_ the one part went to New-Exgland, and began che Plantation at 
_ kiymosth, which he makes the mother, as it were, of the reftof the 
Churches, asifthe foundation of our New-England Plantations 
had been laid upon divifion orfeparation, then which nothingis 
moreuntrue: For I perfwade my felfe, never people upon earth 
lived more lovingly together, and parted more fweetly chen wee 
the Church at Leyden did, not rafhly in a diftra&ted humour, but 
upon joynt and ferious deliberation , often fecking the minde of 
God by fafting and prayer, whofe gracious prefence we not onely 
found with us, but his blefling upon us from that time to this in - 
ftant, to the indignation of our adverfarics, the admiration of 
itrangers, and theexceeding confolation of our felves, to fee fuch 
effets of our prayers and téares before our pilgrimage here bee en= 
ded. And therefore briefly take notice of the truecaufeofit. = 
- *Tis true,that that poor perfecuted flock of Chrilt,by the malice 
and power of the late Hierarchy were drivento Leyden in Holland, — 
there to beare witnefle in their practife to the Kingly Office of

blethece to give {uch education to our children, as wee our felves 
had received, &c. They, Ifay, outof their Chriftian care of the 
flock of Chriit committedto them conceived, if Godwould bee 
pleafed to difcover fome place unto us (though in America) and 
give us fo atuch favour with the King and State of England, as to 
have cheir protection there, where wee might enjoy the like liberty, 
and where the Lord favouring our endeavours by hisblefling, wee 
might exemplarily fhew our tender Country-men by our example 
(no leffe burthened then our felves.) where they might live, and 
comfortably fubiiit and enjoy the like liberties with us, being 
freed from Antichriltianbondag:, keep their names and Nation, 
and not onely bee a meanes to enlarge the Dominions of our State, 
butthe Church of Chriltalfo , if the Lord havea people amongit 
the Natives whither hee fhould bring ur, &c. Hereby in their 
graye Wildomes they thought wee might more glorifie God, doe 
more good to our Countrey, better provide for our pofterity, and 
live to be more refrefhed by our labours, then ever wee could doe in 
Helland where we were. 3 it ae 
Now thefe their private thoughts upon mature deliberation 
they imparted to the Brethren of the Congregation, which after 
much private difcuffion come to publike agiration, tillat the length 
the Lord was folemnly {oughtin the Congregation by fafting and 
prayer todireétus, who moving our hearts more and more to the 
worke, wee fent fome of good abilities over into England to fee 
what favour or acceptance fuch a thing might finde with the King,

And 
as they have fought together for the liberties of the Kingdome, Ec 
elefialticall and Civill; fo may they joyntogether inthe prefervation 
ofthem (which otherwife, ‘cis to be feared willnot long continue) 
and in the praifes of our God who hath been fo good tohis poore 
diftrefled ones, whonyhe hath delivered, and whom he will deliver
